INSTRUCTED FOR BLAND. 


Exact Wording of Texas Democracy on 
the Missourian and Finance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., June %.—There is no ques- 
tion about the silver wing of the Democ- 
racy of Texas having instructed for R. P. 
Bland for President. He was not “indorsed,” 
He was “‘instructed’”’ for. 

The following is the Bland resolution: 


„Resolved, By the Democracy of Texas, 
in convention assembled, that the great 
commoner, R. P. Biand, is the choice of 
the Democrats of Texas for President of 
the United States and in the judgment of 
the delegates selected from Texas, when as- 
sembled at Chicago, he should be deemed 
the most available free silver Demoerat for 
our candidate for President, and that our 
delegates be instructed to vote for him as 
our choice for President.“ 

Following is the financial plank of the 
pla orm in full: 

„We favor the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver into standard money 
without discrimination against either, and 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, which standard money 
shall be a legal tender for all debts, public 
and privade; and, we further demand that 
the money of the country shall consist of 
gold and silver thus coined, and of paper 
convertible into these coins on demand of 
the holder; and, in this connection, we de-

LYMAN TRUMBULL DEAD. 


Though His Political Faith Wavered, 
He Was Highly Esteemed. 


CHICAGO, June 2%.—Ex-Senator Lyman 
Trumbull died at 3 o’clock this morning, 
at his home in this city. He had been ill 
a long time. 

Judge Trumbull was born at Colchester, 
New London County, Conn., in 1813. For 


more than sixty years his has been a life 
of ceaseless activity. He has been school 
teacher, lawyer and judge. He has played 
his part in politics on the stump, in the 
halls of Congress, in the deliberations of 
parties and as a non-combatant counselor. 
In the beginning he was an anti-slavery 
Democrat. As a Republican he fought 
side by side with Lincoln and the men who 
founded the Republican rty -of to-day. 
Then his party, as he t 9 departe 
from its true mission and followed a line 
his conscience would not indorse. Resolutely 
he turned his back on his former asso- 
clates and became a Democrat. In the 
later years of his life he parted company 
with that party.

YEA LEA’S MUTILATED BODY 
FOUND IN THE RIVER. 


HIS QUEUE AND MONEY GONE. 


The Police Believe the Chinaman Was

From what Chung Fo says Lea was way- 
laid by Highbinders, who to satisfy an old 
grudge robbed him and threw him into the 
river. 


Fo says that three years ago Lea told 
the Police Department of a game of fan tan 
which was being run openly on BHighth 
street, near “Hop Alley,’’ and in which he 
had lost several hundred dollars. The game 
was raided by Chief Desmond's detectives, 
and following upon this Lea got a letter 
written in the Cantonese characters and 
which told him to leave town immediately 
or he would be killed. 

He consulted Chief Desmond and was 
advised to pay no attention to the matter. 

A year after that several opium joints 
were raided and the lower class of Chinese 
held Yea Lea as responsible for the trouble. 

Both Fo and Lung say that soon after 
the opium raids a secret meeting of High- 
binders, linked with the San Francisco or- 
ganization, was held in this city and it was 
decided that Lea must die, that he knew too 
much and manifested too great a desire to 
assist the authorities in suppressing crime. 
Whether anyone was delegated then or 
not to do the work is not known. Nothing 
was heard of the Highbinders by the Biddle 
street laundry for a long time. 

One night last April Lea was walking 
north on Fourteenth street alone when an 
unknown person jumped from behind a 
fence in the dark and made a lunge at him 
with a dirk but only tore his loose blouse. 
The matter was reported to the police and 
it was given gut that the assault was the 
work of highwaymen, 

Last Sunday Lea told Chung Fo and 
Wah Lung that he felt sick and at 10 o’clock 
said he would go out and see a doctor. That 
was the last seen of him alive by his 
friends. 

When he left the laundry he had nearly 
$200 in paper money in his pockets, besides a 
ring of pearl about his wrist which was 
valued at several hundred dollars. He left 
the laundry with his long queue, which

ADMINISTRATORS’ MORTGAGES. 


Important Decision by ‘the Supreme 
Court of Illinois. 


MOUNT VERNON, III., June 25.—The IIIIi- 
nois Supreme Court decided the case of 
Charles D. Johnson et al. vs. John David- 
son et al. Appellants entered into posses- 
sion of certain lands through an adminis- 
trator's mortgage, which they purchased. 
Suit was filed for recovery by heirs, and 
their defense was the seven-year statute of 
limitation. 

The rules of law decided by the opinion 
are; (1) That the filing of the bill and not 
the issuance of. the summons to the Sher- 
iff is the commencement of a suit in equity; 
and (2) that the mortgage of an adminis- 
trator, even for the purpose of paying the 
debts of an ancestor, will not bind the le- 
gal heirs of the ancestor as against par- 
ties obtaining rights under the mortgage, 
and that courts of equity will not uphold 
such mortgages, nor titles derived by vir- 
tue of tnem. 


RIGHTS OF CYCLISTS. 


Cities Not Liable for Injuries From 
Street Obstruction. 


SPRINGFIELD, In., June 2.—The At- 
torney-General has rendered an opinion 
that where a bicycle rider has been injured 
by runhing over brickbats, glass or other 
obstacles in the public streets he has no 
recourse at law against the city adthori- 
ties, but can secure damages from the per- 
son throwing or placing the obstacles in 
the streets. The city authorities could not 
be held responsible unless it could be 
proven that they had been notified of the 
obstructions, ‘and, * negligence, failed 
to remove the same. That case would prob- 
ably fix the responsibility upon the city. 
The question is a new one and of some 
importance to a bicycle rider and citizens 
who make a practice of dumping matter 
into public streets.

Dickson Street Used to Be Called 
Davis, but No One Seemed to Re- 


The 2 arles and Win Riley 
and their sister, Mrs. E. H. Wisker, who 
were parted in their infancy a quarter of a 
century ago, has exemplified the old saying 
that truth is stranger than fiction. 

In 1871 the Rileys lived in St. Louis on 
what was then known as Davis street. The 
family consisted of the father, John Riley; 
the mother, Bridget, and three children, 
Sharles, aged 6; Will, aged 4, and Annie, 
aged 2. John Riley, a mate on a steamboat, 


was seldom at home. ° 

The mother was stricken with an iliness 
that proved fatal,and the family was broken 
up. e boys were sent to an orphan 
asylum on Clark avenue, while Annie was 
adopted by a neighbor, Mrs. Cavanaugh, a 
friend of the Rileys. 

As if to make to make the separation 
more complete Charles was taken m the 
orphan asylum and was given a home with 
a farmer near Glencoe, Mo. Another farm- 
er from near Frederickstown, Mo., adopted 
Will. At this time the children were too 
young to appreciate the importance of the 
events, and they did not know of the move- 
ments of each other. Time passed, and 
they outgrew childhood, and the desire to 
again be together was strong in the breast 
of — but how to attain it was the diffi- 
culty. 

When Charles was a lad of 12 or 14 years 
the hard work and lack of excitement on 
the farm ‘Sadi irksome, and he resolved to 
abandon it. Knowing that his adopted 
father would not consent to his leaving, he 
ran 2 and set his face toward the ſar 
West. e went to the Pacific coast, and 
managed to find employment, and at he 
Same time to attend school and pick up a 
fairly good education. 

When he approached manhood he began 
railroading, and soon was a conductor. 
Later he gave up this and was engaged in 
mining. He was successful, and at one 
time he had a nice property, but reverses 
came, and he went back to railroading. For 
ten years he was conductor on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, with headquarters in 
Minnesota. 

He managed to keep track of his brother 
Will during all this time, but he yearned. 
for his sister Ann!¢, whom he had not seen 
since she was a little 2-year-old tot in their 
old home in 1871. Charles a a number of 
visits to St. Louis to see if he could locate 
her. But the city had grown and land- 
marks had disappeared, and each time he 
was forced to return disappointed. 

The desire to find his sister did not lessen 
and last December he determined to make 
his Home in St. Louls and ao in his spare 
time in looking for her. s came to the 
city on the 17th of last December and se- 
— * a position with the Terminal Ra:l- 
road. 

He remembered that at the time of his 
mother’s death their home was on Davis 
street. He consulted the directory and the 
only Davis street mentioned was in South 
St. Louis, He visited that place but was 
satisfied he was not on the right track. 

He hardly knew which way to turn, when 
he chanced to think that the directory of 
1870 might give him some light. He found 
in this that in 1870 there was a Davis street 
in North St. Louis, and by comparison he 
learned that the name some years ago had 
been changed to Dickson street. 

Inspired with new hope he again took up 
his search. He walked along Dickson 
street last Monday, and, entering a store, 
bought a eigar. While lighting it, he in- 
quired of the proprietor if he had ever heard 
ot a street in the neighborhood that was 
formerly known as Davis street. e mer- 
chant had only been in the city a few years, 
and knew of no such a street. 

An old man who had overheard the con- 
versation spoke up and said that D:ckson 
street many years ago was called Davis 
street. Then Riley asked him if he knew 
of a family named Riley, who lived there 
25 years ago. The old man answered that 
he knew a Mrs. Riley, who now lives on 
Dickson street, who had lived there for 
nearly 50 years. 

Riley went to Mrs. Riley, who was no 
relative, and learned that she was an old 
friend of his family and was present at his 
mother’s death. She knew nothing of the 
present whereabouts of his sister, but 
thought that Officer Jerry McCarty could 
assist him. 

Officer McCarty remembered Riley’s sis- 
ter well and said she married a young man 
named Wisker, but he did not know where 
they lived, but he knew that Wisker’s 
parents resided at 1435 St. Louis avenue, 
and thither Riley was directed. 

A young lady answered his ring. He in- 
quired if she knew a Mrs. Wisker, who 
was formerly a Miss Riley. 

“Why, that is my sister-in-law,’’ wae 
the reply, “and she lives at 1936 Palm 
street.“ 

Riley, elated at his success, proceeded at 
once to the number given. He rang the 
bell, but got no answer, and he inquired 
of a neighbor of Mrs. Wisker lived there. 
He learned that she did, but had gone 
out to spend the day and would not return 
until evening. 

Riley made himself known and said he 
would return at 7 o’clock in the oven! ne. 

When Mrs. Wisker got home the neighbor 
told her a gentleman that had called was 
n anxious to see her. Without 
any great interest Mrs. Wisker inquired the 
man’s name. Her friend did not at first re-

WAR ON THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Musicians’ Union Objects to the Cav- 
alry Band’s Competition. 


The United States War Department has 
a war on its hands. It is under bombard- 
ment from all the union bands in St. Louis. 
Grave fears are expressed that it may be 
blown up. 

The trouble arises from the competition 


of the Third Cavalry Band at Jefferson 
Barracks with civilian musicians. Since 
the Southern Electric road built double 
tracks all the way to the Government res- 
ervation, it has made great efforts to make 
the barracks a resort for picnics and excur- 
sions. Dodgers were scattered broadcast, 
advertising the drills of the soldiers and 
17 music of the cavairy band as attrac- 
tons. 

This stirred up the Musicians’ Mutual 
Benefit Association. They have had this 
trouble before, and their Secretary, Owen 
Miller, wrote Gen. Joseph B. Doe, Assistant 
Secretary..of War, on the subject. He re- 
minded the official of a promise given him 
last winter to the effect that if it could ever 
be shown that soldier bands competed with 
civilians at ruinous rates that it would be 
rectified. 

Mr. Miller then proceeded to show that 
the Cavalry Band was paid by the street 
car company 50 cents a concert, there being 
three concerts a day. He objected strenu- 
cusly te this competition on the ground 
that no civilian musician, whether a union 
man or not, could compete with it. He point- 
ed out the unfairness of the competition 
by reason of the fact that the soldiers are 
clothed, housed and fed and paid a salary 
as soldiers. What they pick uplas music- 
lans is so much extra. 

Mr. Miller also objected to the Southern 
Blectric road having its dodgers 22 on 
the Barracks prmting presses, instead of 
giving work to idle men in St. Louis, 

This letter was sent in May. ‘The As- 
sistan: Secretary answered it immediately, 
stating that there would be an investiga- 
tion. On June 13 he sent another letter in- 
forming Mr. Miller that the Department 
Commander reported that no regulations 
had been violated in the matter in question, 

Mr. Miller replied to this savagely. He 
roasted the War Department, declaring 
that it was opposing the tax-payers. Noth- 
ing further has been heard by him from 
Washington, and the band plays on. 

The Musicians’ Union will try to take the 
matter before Congress and have the com- 
petition stopped.

The reunion of Charles and Will Riley 
and their sister, Mrs. E. H. Wisker, who 
were parted in thelr infancy a quarter of a 
century ago, has exemplified the old saying 
that truth is stranger than fiction. 

In 1871 the Rileys lived in St. Louis on 
what was then known as Davis street. The 
family consisted of the father, John Riley; 
the mother, Bridget, and three children, 
Charlés, aged 6; Will, aged 4, and Annie, 
aged 2, John Riley, a mate on a steamboat, 


was seldom at home. * 

The mother was stricken with an Illness 
that proved fatal,and the family was broken 
up. e boys were sent to an orphan 
asylum on Clark avenue, while Annie was 
adopted by a neighbor, Mrs. Cavanaugh, a 
friend of the Rileys. 

As if to make to make the se ation 
more complete Charles was taken m the 
orphan asylum and was given a home with 
a farmer near Glencoe, Mo. Another farm- 
er from near Frederickstown, Mo., adopted 
Will. At this time the children were too 
young to appreciate the importance of the 
events, and they did not know of the move- 
ments of each other. Time passed, and 
they outgrew childhood, and the desire to 
again be together was strong in the breast 
3 but how to attain it was the diffi- 
culty. 

When Charles was a lad of 12 or 14 years 
the hard work and lack of excitement on 
the farm grew irksome, and he resolved to 
abandon it. Knowing that his adopted 
father would not consent to his leaving, he 
ran away and set his face toward the far 
West. e went to the Pacific coast, and 
managed to find employment, and at che 
same time to attend school and pick up a 
fairly good education. 

When he approached manhood he began 
railroading, and soon was a conductor. 
Later he gave up this and was engaged in 
mining. He was successful, and at one 
time he had a nice property, but reverses 
came, and he went back to railroading. For 
ten years he was conductor on the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, with headquarters in 
Minnesota. 

He managed to keep track of his brother 
Will during all this time, but he yearned 
for his sister Annle, whom he had not seen 
since she was a little Lyear-old tot in their 
old home in 1871. Charles paid a number of 
visits to St. Louis to see if he could locate 
her. But the city had grown and land- 
marks had disappeared, and each time he 
was forced to return disappointed. 

The desire to find his sister did not lessen 
and last December he determined to make 
his Home in St. Louis and 12 in his spare 
time in looking for her. e came to the 
city on the 17th of last December and se- 
— a position with the Terminal Ra:l- 
road. 

He remembered that at the time of his 
mother's death their home was on Davis 
street, He consulted the directory and the 
only Davis street mentioned was in South 
St. Louis. He visited that place but was 
satisfied he was not on the right track. 

He hardly knew which way to turn, when 
he chanced to think that the directory of 
1870 might give him some light. He found 
in this that in 1870 there was a Davis street 
in North St. Louis, and by comparison he 
learned that the name some years ago had 
been changed to Dickson street. Ard 

Inspired with new hope he again took’ up 
his search. He walked along Dickson 
street last Monday, and, entering a store, 
bought a eigar. While lighting it, he in- 
quired of the proprietor if he had ever heard 
ef. a street in the neigh hood that was 
formerly known as Davis street: The mer- 
chant had only been in the city a few years, 
and knew of no such a street. 

An old man who had overheard the con- 
versation spoke up and said that D-ckson 
street many years ago was called Davis 
street. Then Riley asked him if he knew 
of a family named Riley, who lived there 
25 years ago. The old man answered that 
he knew a Mrs. Riley, who now lives on 
Dickson street, who had lived there for 
nearly 50 years. 

Riley went to Mrs. Riley, who was no 
relative, and learned that she was an old 
friend of his family and was present at his 
mother’s death. She knew nothing of the 
present whereabouts of his sister, but 
thought that Officer Jerry McCarty could 
assist him. 

Officer McCarty remembered Riley’s sis- 
ter well and said she married a young man 
named Wisker, but he did not know where 
they lived, but he knew that Wisker's 
parents resided at 1435 St. Louis avenue, 
and thither Riley was directed. 

A young lady answered his ring. He in- 
quired if she knew a Mrs. Wisker, who 
was formerly a Miss Riley. 

“Why, that is my sister-in-law,” was 
the reply, “and she lives at 1936 Palm 
street.“ 

Riley, elated at his success, 1 at 
once to the number given. e rang the 
bell, but got no answer, and he inquired 
of a neighbor of Mrs. Wisker lived there. 
He learned that she did, but had gone 
out to spend the day and would not return 
until evening. 

Riley made himself known and said he 
would return at 7 o’clock in the evening.

WAR ON THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Musicians’ Union Objects to the Cav- 
alry Band’s Competition. 


The United States War Department has 
a war on its hands. It is under bombard- 
ment from all the union bands in St. Louis. 
Grave fears are expressed that it may be 
blown up. 

The trouble arises from the competition 


of the Third Cavalry Band at Jefferson 
Barracks with civilian musicians. Since 
the Southern Electric road built double 
tracks all the way to the Government res- 
ervation, it has made great efforts to make 
the barracks a resort for picnics and excur- 
sions. Dodgers were scattered broadcast, 
advertising the drills of the soldiers and 
1 music of the cavairy band as at trac- 

Th‘s stirred up the Musicians’ Mutual 
Benefit Association. They have had this 
trouble before, and their Secretary, Owen 
Miller, wrote Gen. Joseph B. Doe, Assistant 
| Secretary of War, on the subject. He re- 
minded the official of a promise given him 
last wirter to the effect that if it could ever 
be shown that soldier bands competed with 
civilians at ruinous rates that it would be 
rectified. 

Mr. Miller then proceeded to show that 
the Cavalry Band was paid by the street 
car company 50 cents a concert, there being 
three concerts a day. He objected strenu- 
ously tc this competition on the ground 
that no civilian musician, whether a union 
man or not, could compete with it. He point- 
ed out the unfairness of the competition 
by reason of the fact that the soldiers are 
clothed, housed and fed and paid a salary 
as soldiers. What they pick uplas music- 
fans is so much extra. 

Mr. Miller also objected to the Southern 
Blectric road having its dodgers printed on 
the Barracks primting presses, instead of 
giving work to idle men in St. Louis. 

This letter was sent in May. The As- 
sistan: Secretary answered it immediately, 
stating that there would be an investiga- 
tion. On June 13 he sent another letter in- 
forming Mr. Miller that the Department 
Commander reported that no regulations 
had been violated in the matter in question, 

Mr. Miller replied to this savagely. He 
roasted the War Department, declaring 
that it was opposing the tax-payers. Noth- 
ing further has been heard by him from 
Washington, and the band plays on. 

The Musicians’ Union will try to take the 
matter before Congress and have the com- 
petition stopped.

The statement went abroad during the 
evening that the performers at the theater 
had refused to proceed with their parts 
until they had received their salaries. 

It is claimed that this arose from the 
fact that the performers had a con- 
tract from the company for the payment 
of their salaries weekly and that they 
had been paid their salaries before the 
performance in anticipation of the Con- 
stable’s visit.

“T have investigated the history of that 
rule,” said he, “and have discovered that 
not since 1860 has any one who got a half 
vote more than a bare majority in a Demo- 
cratic National Convention failed of the 
nomination through the operations of the 
two-thirds rule. At nearly every conven- 
tion of the party as far back as the rec- 
ords extend there has been considerable 
agitation favorable.to the abrogation of the 
rule, but it has never been accomplished 
because it is a fixed Democratic law with 
many more merits than demerits. 

„I attended the convention of 1868 as a 
delegate from the State of Oregon. This 
was my first. The convention was held in 
Tammany Hall, New York. The agitation 
then for the abrogation of the two-thirds 
rule was particularly strong. It came 
from the supporters of Mr. Pendleton. I 
was a member of the Pendleton caucus, 
and a count of noses there showed that 
we bet strength enough to repeal the 
rule. As soon as the New Yorkers learned 
our pro me and our strength they sent 
Judge Green to us with an earnest and 
forcible protest against the abrogation of 
one of the oldest and most meritorious of 
Democratic rules. He brought the cheering 
assurance that whenever Mr. Pendleton or 
any other candidate got a half of vote 
majority in the balloting New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut would go to him 
and give him the necessary two-thirds, : 

“We heeded Judge Green’s advice and 
lost Pendleton—Seymour, as you know, be- 
ing nominated. 

“Coming down to 1876, when the con- 
vention was held in St. Louis, I witnessed 
the same efforts to abrogate the time- 
honored fule. Mr. Tilden received a bare 
majority on the first ballot. After that 
some the Hendricks following came over, 
declaring their. belief in majority rule and 
herence to the two-thirds law. 
Then came Texas, and the stampede was 
on with a rush. 4 
“Though I have seen my candidate de- 
feated more than once by the operation of 
the two-thirds rule, I have never regretted 
its rigid observance. As long as it is ad- 
hered to strictly, the possibility of the nom 
ination of anybody but a Democrat in a 
Democratic convention is averted. I don’t 
believe Mr. Bland’s chances will be jeopar- 
dized by it at Chicago. Whereas, if it were 
abrogated there is some danger of a stam- 

ede away from him and possibly to Tel- 
er. But neither Senator Teller nor any- 
body else who isn’« a true and tried Demo- 
crat would stand any possible show of get- 
ting two-thirds of the votes in that con- 
vention.“
